Sir: 

Once  again  on  behalf  of  the  members  and  staff  of  the 
Montana  liquor  Control  Board  we  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  Annual  Report  for  the  period  ending  June  30.   1956. 

We  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  basic  policy  under 
which  the  Board  operates,  namely: 

1.  To  so  administer  and  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicants 
to  minimize  the  attendant  evils,  and 

2.  To  conduct  the  business  in  such  a  manner  as  to  (A) 
Give  service  to  the  people  of  the  state,  (B)  Keep 
prices  at  a  reasonable  level  and,  (C)  Consonant  with 
the  above,  return  the  greatest  possible  profit  to  the 
state. 

We  feel  that  we  are  on  the  road  to  accomplishment  of 
these  objectives. 

In  the  regulation  of  the  sale  of  intoxicants  and  in  the  en- 
forcement of  sanctions  against  violations  of  the  liquor  laws. 
we  have  sought  to  be  stern  but  fair.  We  believe  the  record 
speaks  for  us. 

We  have  sought  to  increase  our  service  to  the  state  by 
improving  the  selection  of  products.  We  have  maintained  the 
price  level  in  the  face  of  ever  increasing  costs  of  operation. 
We  have  increased  the  net  profit  returned  to  the  state. 

The  economies  of  the  liquor  monopoly  are  impressive: 
Since  its  inception  in  Montana  it  has  returned  more  than  eighty 
millions  of  dollars  to  the  State  General  Fund.  In  the  year 
I9.'i.';-.S6,  26.30  percent  of  the  entire  State  General  Fund  tax 
collection  came  from  the  liquor  Board. 

It  is  an  honor  to  serve  you  and  all  the  good  citizens  of 
Montana.  At  no  time  ha\c  we  been  subservient  to  any  special 
interests.    We  hope  and  believe  our  record  speaks  for  us.

STATE  TREASURY  RETURNS 

Montana's  liquor  laws,  as  set  up  by  various  legislative  bodies  since  its 
inception  in  1934,  have  provided  this  state  with  greater  revenue  returns  to 
the  state  treasury  per  capita  than  the  majority  of  neighboring  states. 

The  foregoing  figures  would  have  little  meaning  if  the  people  of  Montana 
were  paying  an  exorbitant  price  for  their  Hquors.  It  is  significant,  however, 
that  not  only  was  the  per  capita  return  extremely  high  in  the  State  of  Montana 
but  the  liquor  prices  are  lower  than  any  of  our  surrounding  states.

Basis  for  many  of  Montana's  enforcement  problems  stems  from  the 
large  number  of  licenses  in  effect  —  more  than  four  times  the  average  per 
one  thousand  population  of  the  United  States.  This  has  resulted  in  an  attitude 
by  the  Board  that  a  definite  and  present  need  must  be  shown  before  new 
licenses  are  issued.  The  Board  believes  such  a  policy  is  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  best  interests  of  the  state.

Installation  of  a  sprinkler  system  in  the  Helena  warehouse  and 
measures  to  reduce  rates  at  our  retail  stores  have  resulted  in  sub- 
stantial saving  in  insurance  costs.

Montana  figures  shown  below  are  ceilings  under  the 
law  and  in  many  eases  the  wages  that  the  Liquor  Board 
may  pay  are  materially  less  than  that  being  paid  by 
others  for  comparable  work  with  the  same  or  less  re- 
sponsibilities and  is  below  clerks  and  teamsters  union 
scales.  As  an  example  our  warehouse  men  are  being 
paid  $3.9f)()  per  annum,  which  is  $425  per  annum  less 
than  union  demands.  The  result  of  this  wage  ceiling  is 
that  our  warehouse  men  are  receiving  the  ceiling  wage 
which  is  bclcm  union  scale  but  the  same  as  paid  our 
warehouse  superintendent. 

We  are  in  a  similar  position  with  our  store  clerks 
in  that  ue  cannot  meet  union  scale. 

If  competent  personnel   is  to  be   maintained  the 
ceiling  on  wages  should  be  raised.
